The proceedings opened with prayer, 
singing and reading of the Soriptnres. 
Bishop FOBS read a passage from the 
Bible and Rev Dr. Qainn, of Wisconfiin, 
delivered the prayer. Bishop Bowman, 
the senior bishop, presided and con- 
ducted early services. 


At the conclusion of the religious ex- 
erclBes, Bishop Bowman said: 


"We are at this hour in the presence 
of new surroundings, which call for a 
new movement in the election of delo- 
g'ates At first each candidate presented 
his credential in person, and in ordi- 
nary casta this simple method of pro- 
cedure was satisfactory, but as the 
movement spread and the number of 
delegates increased, greater supervision 
aiid care became necessary, especially 
wheu the information is received from 
leliablr? sources that a number of those 
prest^-niing themselves as delegates are 
known to be ineligible.

TESTING THE LAW. 


Clnelnnatl Saloon Men Being Tried For 
Tlolatlng the Sunday Law. 


CiNOiNNATi, May 1 . — W h e n the cases 
of the saloon keepers charged with vio- 
lating the 8und¿y eloeing If W were o?ll- 
ed this morning in the police court. 
Judge Wilson, who represents some of 
the defendants, stated that he desired to 
enter a plea in abatement on the ground 
tb%t the law was not operative, cot hav- 
ing been legally enacted. In order to 
allow time to present proof of this as- 
sertion, the cases were continued until 
Friday. 
Meanwhile the journals of the 
senate and house of representatives will 
be examined. 


RusHvrLLB, Ind., May 1.—Yesterday 
morning the boiler of tne tile mill be- 
longing to Wm. Caldwell, situated in 
the northeastern part of town, w»-? blown 
up, fatally injuring Norman E. Conde, 
Wm. Caldwell and Joseph Lukin, 
and 
seriously injuring Jc^eph Wolfe, Allen 
Lakin, Jordan Calmes and Lon Pea aod 
son. The mill had not been nsed for 
some time and the explosion probably 
resulted from gas which had genera ted 
from the rusted boiler. 


At 1 o'clock Caldwell and Conde were 
deed, and the dontoia had trephined 
Lakin's skull, in the hope of saving his 
life 


A part of the boiler was blown over 
100 feet and bricks and pieces of the 
boiler were thrown for yards around. 
The front part of the building is a com- 
plete wreck, and that all were not killed 
outright is a wonder. There was no 
water in the boiler, e-i none of the men 
were scalded. 


Conde was one of the best-known men 
in the southeastern part of the state. He 
served through the war and since then 
he has been connected with the auditor's 
office. For a short time he ser«^ed as 
steward at the BoldierB' Orphans' home, 
fie leaves a wife and three children. 
The other victims are well known resi- 
dents of the place.

BIG BANK ROBBERY. 


The Park National Bank, of New York, 
Loses Over $95,000 by a Defaalt- 
ing Offleer. 


NKW YOBK, May 2.—By ingenious 
doctoring of the books the National 
Park bank has lost nearly $100,000 
through an official who had been in the 
bank's service for twenty years. 


The fact did not leak out until yester- 
day. The official has left for parts un- 
known. The directors acknowledge the 
shortage, but refuse to give particulars. 


LATSR. 


The officers of the 
National Park 
bank are very reticent in regard to the 
defalcation of Assistant Cashier Charles 
I. DeBaum, who has 
disappeared. 
Cashier Wright says: 


"Thii amount of the defalcation is 
$95,000. DeBaum entered the bank in 
a minor position tweuty-two years ago 
and gradually worked up to the position 
of assistant cashier. He would probably 
have been cashier iu a short time," added 
Mr Wright, "had he gone straight. 
DeBaum resigned his position on April 
19th, a-'sigbing ill health as the cause. 
His resignation was voluntary. 
He waa 
under personal bonds, which are said to 
be satisfactory to the bank. By a reso- 
lution the defalcation was charged to 
the profit and loss account." 


The defalcation will not embarass the 
bank. 
How it was accomplished has 
not been made known by the officers. 
DeBaum had charge of the out-of-town 
correspondence with other banks. 
In 
this way he received checks which he 
appropriated, it is said, covering his 
steals by false entries. The defalcation 
was not discovered until the books were 
examined after he had resigned and dis 
appeared.

A L U M B A K I N G P O W D E R S . 


Declared Adulterated Food and Their 
Sale Illegal. 


The result of a trial just concluded at 
Canton, N. Y., before Judge Kellogg, 
will have a salutary effect in checking 
the sale of one class of adulterated food. 
Two men, named Moon and Akerill, 
were arrested for selling adulterated 
baking powder in violation of the state 
food adulteration act. 
The indictment 
was for both selling baking powders that 
were inferior, adulterated and injurious 
to health by reason of being made from 
alum, and for selling them under pre- 
tense of being a wholesome oream of 
tartar baking powder. 
A stubborn de- 
fense was made, the olaim being set np 
that baking powders were not artieleB of 
food 
and 
that 
the 
powder 
the defendants were selling, which 
was 
known 
as 
Qillett's, was 
a 
standard article of trade, and that alum 
baking powders inferior to it, like Davis' 
and oUiers, were being sold by other 
dealers in the same town without eom- 
plaint. The court held that baking pow- 
ders were articles of food within the 
meaning of the law, and the jury found 
the defendants guility upon all the 
charges. The oase has attraeted muoh 
attention from being the first brought 
under the State Food Adulteration Act 
against dealers in alum baking powder. 
The result of the trial is to olass such 
baking powders as adulterated artiefes of 
food and to make their sale illegal. 
There are many alum baking powders 
put np in cans, undw some name or 
brand, in addition to those sold in bulk, 
the sale of all of which oautioas dealers 
I will probably be unwilling to oontinne.

In Germany and 
Holland 
the reverencflf^r age aston- 
ishes the free-and-easy American. 
The 
grandparents 
are never shelved there 
like old-time portraits sent to the gar- 
ret because the children are ashamed 
of the stiff and antiquated costumes of 
ahalf-century ago. 
The oldest man in 
Holland is a social king and all treat 
him with marked deference. His birth^ 
day is a feast day, and a lesson in rev- 
erence and duty to old age is taught to 
all young people by the honors heaped 
in profusion upon him. 
Under such 
teaching old age is not that cold and 
cheerless region from which aged peo- 
ple would gladly escape to the grave. 
The trembling grandparent is not made 
to feel that he lags superfluous in 
everybody's way and should be gone. 
Under such treatment the superannu- 
ated father is not made to feel the icy 
fingers of ingratitude clutching for his 
heart, but a sunny and restful evening 
assuages the wounds and sorrows of 
the high noon of life. 
There is noth- 
ing more shocking iu American civili- 
zation than the not uncommon smart 
and 
unmanly 
meanness of sons to 
father.

A PAPXB read by Mrs. Dean at the 
last meeting of the Massachusetts Hor- 
ticultural Socielj on 
"The Influence 
of Flowers on National Life" was a very 
interesting contribution to the litera- 
ture of a very interesting 
subject.

watch- 
word. 
The reason for the adoption ol 
flowers 
for the purpose is obvious. 
Even the cleverest prosecutor is puz- 
zled when called upon to frame an in- 
dictment of an old soldier for cultivat- 
ing a little patch of violets, or a young 
girl for keeping a pot of the same frag- 
rant flowers in her window. 
The very 
natural remark that 
the violets will 
bloom in the spring might conceal se-

"Dry up the source—abolish the con- 
ditions that make beggars.

cnre poverty by street charity is like 
trying to stop a hole in your roof by 
mopping up the puddles that gather on 
your floor." 


I asked him if he would specify the 
conditions. 


"Yes." he said, "I can vaguely indi- 
cate them. 
Let 
me say, in the first 
place, that it is no millionaires 
that 
cause poverty. 
Nobody is worse off 
because the 
Vanderbilts are 
worth 
$200,000,000. 
If 
they had not 
the 
wealth it would not exist at alL 
It ia 
only 
in 
those 
communities 
where 
millionaires are possible that the aver* 
age citizen has enough to eat. 
Now 
what causes poverty ? 


"1. Ignorance of how to save money. 
I found beggars in California in 1850, 
when any man could go out with a tin 
pan 
and earn 
$5 before breakfast, 
When by working three hours a day a 
man could make his board and clothes 
there were always shiftless creatures 
around whom the rest had to support 
It is the same way now. 
The soil is 
wonderfully 
fruitful there. 
Merely 
20,000 men produce all the wheat of 
the Stateand export 1,000,000 tons of it 
every year, and yet there are beggars. 
We can cut. thrash, and sack wheat at 
an expense of lA cents per 100 pounds, 
potatoes cost only half a CF»nt a pound, 
and flour is only $4 a barrel, and yet 
there is want. 
An important cause is 
unthrift. 
People do not 
understand 
economy or jiractico it as almost every 
rich man has had to at some time in 
his life. 
I really 
believe that there 
would be beggars in the world before 
night if $20 gold pieces were to be sown 
broadcast every morning, and so dis- 
tributed that every man. woman, and 
child were certain to get some.

As 
long as there are ten times as Tnany 
saloons iu this country as there are of 
both churches and schools, and they 
are mainly 
supported 
by the 
very 
poor, the sources of misery are pretty 
obvious. 


";>. A lack of manual training. 
This 
last need is most serious. 
If so many 
people could be taught trades that the 
entire product of this country 
were 
doubled this year the wages would be 
doubled, eithe"- in increase of 
money 
received 
or in the smaller cost of the 
necessities of life to be bought. 
More 
cajiable skilled hands—that is one of 
our greatest needs. 
INly great hope is 
in my university, which I wish to build 
so tall and deep and 
i>road that

rudiments of every useful trade
